There were approximately 265 
people present. Joe onds, a staff worker for SCLC, 
presided over the meeting. Most of his remarks were 
concerning the proposed SCLC march from Anniston, Alabama, | 
to Montgomery, Alabama. Hammonds indicated that the 
march was going to be confined to the State of Alabama, 
and they were not going to march to Washington, D. C., 
as they had previously planned. He said the march would 
start at Anniston on June 17, 1969, and pick up people at 
various communities along the way to join the marchers in 
Birmingham. Hammonds said that the march would leave 
Birmingham at approximately 9:00 AM, Thursday, June 19, 
1969. He said they hoped to arrive in Montgomery, Alabama, 
the State Capital, and attempt to disturb the Legislature 
and occupy the seats of the legislators. He said that 
when they leave Montgomery they will go to some small 
town near Montgomery to hold a “land grab.“ He said they 
are doing the same thing about the land in Mississippi.

The November 19, 1960, issue of "The Richmond Times- 
Dispatch” reported that approximately sixty Negro church, pro- 
fessional and lay leaders throughout Virginia met on November 18, 
1960, in Petersburg, Virginia, and organized the Virginia Christian 
Leadership Conference (VCLC) for the purpose of “bringing about 
civil rights for all." 


It was pointed out that VCLC is an affiliate of the 
SCLC of Atlanta, Georgia. 


The purpose of SCLC was reported to "redeem the soul of 
America by creating the beloved community through organization, by 
consent of population, for the purpose of creative protest by edu- 
cation, training, developing leadership based on Christian non- 
violent principles."
